At should be made plain that the 
tarmers are demanding legislation 
which assures a minimum and not a 
maximum price for farm products.

“It is little use giving the farmers 
additional borrowing power if we con- 
tinue to allow conditions to exist 
through which it is impossiblé for 
them to get cost of production. Bach 
day we are adding .something like 
three million dollars to the debt bur- 
dens of agriculture and farmers are 
still getting. for what meager supplies 
they have in their hands less than 
what it cost them to sow and harvest. 


Manipulating Markets. 


“Do not be fooled by the teln porary 
flurry in the markets. It is well 
known that special interests fearing a 
stabilization measure, are manipulat- 
ing the markets so that higher prices 
are quoted, Unfortunately, the farm- 
ay generally are not getting the bene- 

fit of these improved market condi- 
tions, for practically all they produce 
is in the hands of the speculative 
manipulators, . 

“Remember that another crop will 


be harvested this year and that the 
cost of a campaign against stabjliza- 
tion will be paid by the farmers out 
of the proceeds of that crop. 

“It is not proposed that the stabili- 
zation plan be made permanent. It is 
to meet a temporary need. If things 
are allowed to drift along as they 
have gone for the past two years, it 
will be extremely difficult for co- 
operative farm organizations to fune- 
tion. The membership heavily in debt, 
greatly discouraged and dismayed by 
conditions, will be unable to make the 
necessary financial contributions. 


Will Be Independent. 

“But with stabilization established, 
our co-operative organization in a 
few years’ time, will be able to get 
along without the support of the gov- 
ernment. 

‘But we want to know whether 
you are with us or against us. We 
desire an immediate show-down. If 
we are to make this campaign success- 
ful, we must embark on it imme- 
diaetly. 4g

~ TRAIN REMOVALS 


Leading Georgians Pres- 


ent at Hearing of Peti- 
tions of Georgia & Flor- 


ida and Central Roads. 


- Vigorous protest against the remov- 
al of passenger trains on seven 
branches of the Central of Georgia 
and on the main line of the Georgia 
and Florida railroads was submitted 
before the state railroad commission 
Tuesday by citizens living in the sec- 
tions of the state served by these 
trains. The petition of the two rail- 
roads was heard. and after all evi- 
dence had been submitted, the cases 
were taken under advisement. 

In the petition of the Central the 
railroad asks for permission to dis- 
continue passenger trains between 
Dover and Dublin, between Millen and 
Macon, between Macon and Natonton, 
between Covington and Eatonton, be- 
tween Atlanta and Jonesboro, between 
Carrollton and Bremen and between 
Newnan and Carrollton. 

The Georgia and Florida railroad is 
secking to discontinue two trains be- 
tween Augusta and Tennille. . The 
railroad was represented by G. F. 
Dixon, general guperintendent, and J. 

Hull, general counsel. These rep- 
resentatives coutended that the line 
is losing more than $1,000 a day, and 
presented a telegram from John Skel- 
ton Williams, receiver of the line, 
showing that the railroad lost 8300. 
000 last year. The railroad represent- 
atives informed the commission that 
unless the line is allowed to reduce 
expenses by cutting off the trains 
that operation will have to be dis- 
continued. 

The petition of the se and 
Florida was opposed by I. S. Cald- 
well, representing citizens of Wrens, 
Ga., and M. Green, representing 
citizens of Sandersville. They con- 
fended that if the road would put on 
better service from Tennille to Au- 
gusta that business would be better 
and that losses would not be so great.

“Members of Congress: When ad- 
dressing the congress last Decem- 
ber I reported to you the failure of 
the executive to carry out the in- 
tent of certain features of the mer- 
chant marine act of 1920, notably 
the provision for the notice of can- 
cellation of all commercial treaties 
whieh hindered our grant of dis- 
criminating duties on imports

ships. There was no doubt about 
the high purpose or congress to ap- 
ply this proven practice to the up- 
building of our merchant marine. 
It had proven most effective in the 
earlier days of American shipping; 
it had, at various times, demon- 
strated its effectiveness in the up- 
building of commercial shipping for 
other nations. 

“The success of the earlier prac- 
tice for this republic came at a 
time when we had few treaties, 
when o commerce was little de- 
veloped. Its supercedury by reci- 
procity in shipping regulations, and 
the adoption of other methods of 
upbuilding merchant marines, 
through verte forms of .govern- 
ment aid, and the century of nego- 
tiation of commercial treaties,@all 
combined to develop a situation 
which should lead to endiess em- 
barrassment if we denounced our 
treaties. We should not only be 
quite alone in supporting a policy 
long since superceded through the 
growing intimacy of international 
relationships, but we should invite 
the disturbance of those cordial 
commercial relations which are the 
first requisite to the expansion of 
our commerce abroad. 

“Contemplating the readiness of 
congress to grant a decreased duty 
on imports brought to our shores in 
American bottoms, and facing. the 
embarrassments iffcident to read- 
jJustment of all treaty arrange- 
ments, it seems désirable to find a 
way of applying suitable aid to our 
shipping, which the congress clear- 
85 ntended, and at the same time 

d the embarrassmeft of our 
trade relationships abroad. 
Chief SHuree in Duties. 

“The recommendation of today is 
based wholly on this commendable 
intent of congress, The proposed 
aid of the government ‘to its mer- 
chant marine is to have its chief 
source in the duties collected on im- 
ports. Instead of applying the dis- 
criminating duty to the specific car- 
go and thus encouraging only the 
inbound shipment, I propose that 
we shall collect call import duties 
without discrimination as between 
American and foreign bottoms, and 
apply the heretofere proposed re- 
duction to create a fund for the 
government's aid to our merchant 
marine. By such a program we 
shall encourage not alone the carry- 
ing of inbound cargoes subject to 
eur tariffs, but we shall strengthen 
American ships in the carrying of 
that greater inbound tonnage on 
which no duties are levied and, 
more important than these, we shall 
equip our merchant marfne to serve 
our outbound commerce, which is 
the measure of our eminence in for- 
eign trade. 

It is interesting to note, in con- 


nection with the heretofore pro- 


nosed plan of discriminating tariffs 
on imports, carried to our shores in 
American bottoms; that the total 
value of ail dutiable imports for 
1220, in all vessels, was $1,985,865,- 
000, while the cargoes admitted free 
of duty, on which no discriminai.on 
was possible, were valued at $3,- 
115,958,000. The actual tonnage 
comparison is even more significant 
from the viewpoint of cargo carry- 
ing deeause the dutiable cargoes 
measured, in round numbers, 10 [00,- 
000 tons, and the non-dutiable car- 
goes were 25,000,000 tons. The 
armor employment, by two and a 
half times, was in non-dutiable 
shipments. 

“Continued trade must be recipro- 
cal. We cannot long maintain sales 
where we do not buy. .. 

Aspiration Nation-Wide. 

It will avail nothing to attempt 

even the briefest resume of our own 


efforts to re-establish that Ameri- 


can importance in commerce carry- 
ing on the high seas which was re- 
corded in the earlier days of the re- 
The aspiration is nation- 
wide. The conflict between two 
schools of political thought hereto- 
fore has defeated all efforts to em- 
Ploy the governmental aid which 
other nations found advantageous 
while we held aloof, and the terms 
‘subsidy’ and ‘subvention’ were made 
more or less hateful to the Ameri- 
can public. But the nation-wide de- 
sire to restore our merchant marine 
has outlived all defeats and every 
costly failure. 

“Eight years ago the aspiration 
found expression in a movement to 
have the government sponsor as an 
enterprise in which individual gen- 
ius seémingly had failed. It would 
be difficult correctly to appraiee 
the policy, because the world war 
put an end to all normal activities. 

When we were later engaged 
we trebled and quadrupled the out- 
put on our own account. We 
builded madly, extravagantly, im- 
practically,.and yet miraculously, 
but we met a pressing need and 
performed a great service. 

“We thus became possessed of 
the vehicles of a great merchant 
marine. 

“Not all of it was practical for use 
in the trans-oceanic trades; little 
of it was built for the speed which 
pives the coveted claes to outstand- 
ng service. But here was vast ton- 
nage for cargoi service; and the gov 
ernment, in the exceptional call of 
commerce which immediately fol- 
lowed the war, sought the estab- 
lishment of shipping lines in every 
direction calculated to enhance our 
foreign trade and further cement 
our friendly relations.

Will Not Attempt Detalls. 


“T will not atfempt the details of 
requirements vf limitations, save t 
say that all vessels thus remune 
ated shall carry the United States 
mails, except reel post, free of 
cost, and that all such remuneration 


any vessel or vesséls shall have de- 


cess of ten per cent per annum upon 
his actual investment, and thereafter 
the owner shal] pay 50 per cent of 
such excess earnings the mer- 
chant marine fund, unfil the full 
amount of subsidy previously re- 
ceived is returned to its source. In 
other words, it is proposed to en- 
courage the shipping in foreign 
trade until the enterprise may earn 
10 per cent on actual investment, 
whereupon the direct aid extended is 
to cease and the amount advanced is 
to be returned out of a division with 
the government of profits in excess 
of that ten per cent. The. provision 
makes impossible the enrichment of 
any special interest at public ex- 
pense, puts an end to the govern- 
ment assumption of all losses, and 
leaves to private enterprise the 
prospective profits of successful 
management. 

“The cost of such a program prob- 
ably will reach fifteen millions the 
first year, on the largest possibili- 
ties of the present fleet. With 
larger reimbursement to high speed 
vessels and the enlargemnt of the 
merchant marine to a capacity com- 
parable with our commerce the to- 
tal outlay may reach the limits of 
thirty millions, but it Is confidently 
believed that the scale may in due 
time thereafter be turned, until the 
larger reimbursements are restored 
to the treasury. Even if We accept 
the extreme possibility—that we 
shall expend the maximum and no 
return will ever be made, which is 
to confess our inability to establish 
an American merchant marine—the 
expenditure would be vastly prefer- 
able to the present unfortunate situ- 
ation, with our dependence on our 
competitors for the delivery of our 
products. Moreover, the cost for the 
entire year would be little more 
than the deficit heretofore encoun- 
tered in two months during the ex- 
periment of the government spon- 
soring the lines and guaranteeing 
the cost of their operation. 


Supercedes Postal Subventions. 


“The proposed plan will super- 
cede all postal subventſons, postal 
compensations and extra compensa- 
tions excepting parcel post freights, 
all of which combined are fast 
growing to approximately five mil- 
lions annually. It will ultimately 
take the government t of a busi- 
ness which has been, and is now, 
excessively costly and wasteful. and 
E a loss in excess of the 

ighest subsidy propesed. It will 

ring to shipping again that indi- 
vidual initiative which is the very 
soul of successful enterprise. It 
should enable the government. to 
liquidate its vast fleet to the highest 
possible advantage. 

“The makin of a successful 
American merchant marine, which 
must face the stiffest possible com- 
petition by the fleets of the mari- 
time nations, requires something 
more than the direct aid to which 
I have alluded. The direct aid pro- 
posed, even though it ultimately 
runs to $30,000,000 annually, is in- 
sufficient alone to offset the ad- 
vantages of competing fleets. There 
are more an wage costs, and 
working corditions and the higher 
costs of rationing, which no con- 
siderable American sentiment will 
consent to have lowered to com- 
peting standards. 


“The men who gail the seas un- 
der our flag must be permitted to 
stand erect in the fullness of Amer- 
ican opportunity. There is the 
high cost of construction, the- 
larger investment, the higher cost 
of insurance outlay, even though 
the rate is the same. There are 
higher interest charges. Our prob- 
lems in shipping are very much 
the same as are those of our indus- 
tries ashore, and we should be as 
zealous in promoting the one as we 
are in protecting tHe other. We 
may and must aid.fmdirectly as well 
as directly. 


Need Awakened Pride. 


“We need a l spirit, an 
awakened American: pride, and an 
avowed American Gatermination:

Itable investment, which underlies 
all successful endeavor. 

We have voiced our concern for 
the good fortunes of agriculture, 
and it is right that we should. We 
have long proclaimed our interest 
in manufacturing, which is thor- 
oughly sound, and helped to make 
us what we are, In the evolution of 
railway transportation we have re- 
vealed the vital relationship of our 
rail transportation to both agricul- 
ture and commerce. We have been 
expending for many years large 
sums for deepened channels and bet- 
ter harbors and improved inland 
waterways. and much of it has 
found abundant return in enlarged 
commerce. But we have ignored 
our merchant marine. The world 
war revealed our weakness, our un- 
preparedness for defense in war, our 
unreadiness for self-reliance in 
peace. 

“Up to the world war we Were a 
debtor nation. Our obligations were 
held largely by the maritime powers. 
Apart from the advantages in car- 
rying our commerce, they sought 
our shipments for the balances due 
to them. There is a different con- 
dition now. They are concerned with 
shipments to us, but not so inter- 
ésted in our shipments to them. It 
is our high purpose to continue our 
exchanges, both buying and selling, 
but we shall be surer of our selling, 
notably our foodstuffs, if we main- 
tain facilities for their transporta-.

Even to one more or less 
accustomed to the terrible severity of 
the symptoms, the suffering of this 
fine animal was heart-si kening, A 
shot from the veterinarian's rifle 
ended his agony, much to the relief 
of all who saw him. 

“Hence the problem is twofold, in 
that rabies among stray dogs not 
only becoming a serious menace to the 
safety of our children and ourselves, 
but also we are losing many thou- 
sands of dollars in live stock. It has 
been estimated that the loss | exceeds 
$100,000 annually, a sum more than 
sufficient to finance the control of 
the disease and, in a few years, to 
eradicate it entirely.” 

Solution of Problem. 

“The state board of. health,’ 
he continued, “is not vet pre- 
pared to recommend a means of con- 
trolling the present stray dog menace 
in-Georgia, or to suggest an effective 
method of stamping out hydrophobia 
in animals. Plans are being consid- 
ered, however. It is first, necessary 
to awaken the public as to the situa: 
tion and work up sufficient interest to 
back up the campaign, which finally 
will be launched. ‘This is absolutely 
essential to the ultimate success of

In speaking of the necessity of ade- 
quate dog we to 1 the Pas- 
teur work now ing done, he 
stated that “there ¢an be no question 
but that the Pasteur treatment is sav- 
ing many lives. But the Pasteur 
treatment cannot ,control the spread 
of the disease. Records have been com- 
pleted for January and February, 
1922, and by comparison with the 
same period of 1921, we can readily 
foresee that an even greater increase 
may be expected this year.’ 

He said that during 1921 with- 
in à fifty-mile: radius of Atlanta 
178 positive diagnoses were made and 
754 persons received Pasteur treat- 
ment, which means that 44 per cent 
of all positive cases diagnosed in 
Geor ia at the state laboratory in 
1921 came from within fifty miles 
of Atlanta and that 35 per cent of 
ell persons treated came from within 
that radius. 


Laws Are Necessary. 
He declared that adequate dog laws 


necessary, and added that the disease 
can be exterminated better in the city 
than in the country, where people will 
not consider any interference with 
their dogs. He said that New York 
city has practically exterminated the 
disease by muzzling measures. 
„Where there are so many dogs as 
in the case with the south,” continued 
Mr. Sellers, means of controlling the 
rabies are doubly necessary.

DR. BATTEY TRIED 
TO SAVE MOONEY. 

Rome, Ga., February 28.—The kill- 
ing of Peter Mooney here more than 
forty-eight years ago had long since 
been forgotten except by relatives un- 
til word came to Sheriff R. E. Wilson 
last week that the slayer was living 
in Tuscaloosa, Ala. 

The sheriff investigated and found 
that Hiram Casey Nettles, accused of 
the shooting, had escaped shortly aft- 
er arrest. Further investigation was 
difficult until Sheriff Wilson got in 
touch with Zach Mooney, a cousin of 
the dead man, and talked with other 
old residents. From them was drawn 
a story of the fatal cutting of Solo- 
mon Nettles, father of Hiram, which 
was charged to Peter Mooney. 

Mooney and the elder Nettles were 
said to have had a difficulty over an 
old grudge which eulminated in Net- 
tles suffering euts that later proved 
fatal. The night after that trouble 
young Nettles went to Mooney’s home 
and shot him several-times, the sheriff 
was told. 

Afraid to Move Him. 

Officers about to arrest Mooney in 
connection with the death of the elder 
Nettles, were afraid to move him on 
account of his condition, blood poison 
having set in. 

Dr. Robery Battey, one of Georgia’s 
most famous surgeons of those days, 
treated Mooney but to no avail, and in 
the meantime young Nettles had left. 
He was arrestéd in Bartow county 
and placed in jail at Cartersville but 
escaped and after a futile search the 
cake was dropped. 

Sheriff Wilson was advised last 
week by George W. Favors, a Birm- 
ingham attorney, that a man residing 
at Tuscaloosa under the name of 
George Nichols was really Hiram Net- 
tles, the attorney asserting that after 
getting a divorce recently the man’s 
wife had declared he had told her his 
real name was Néttles and that he had 
slain Peter Mooney years ago. 

No Limitations. 

Georgia law knows no statute of 
limitations when murder is charged 
and the sheriff and Solicitor General 
E. S. Taylor immediately took steps to 
find out if Nichols really was Nettles. 

Zach Mooney on returning from 
Tuscaloosa claimed he identified the 
man, but the sheriff at Tuscaloosa de- 
clared he was not able to pick out 
Nichols from a crowd of others.

To Take Drink 
Ott Yap Island 


Hour and a Half of Fun by 
Solons Leaves Natives 
Their Fun. 


Washington, February 28.—The 
island of Yap, so far as the American 
senate is concerned, will be free from 
blanket prohibition. 

The American-Japanese treaty relat- 
ing to the island already prohibits 
sale of liquor to the natives. ‘The 
senate decided Tuesday, after an hour 
and a half of fun, not to adopt a 


reservation which would prohibit man. | 


ufacture, sale, import or export of in- 
toxicants. 

The reservation was proposed by 
Senator France, ofgMaryland, who ar- 
gued that it was wrong to put the 
natives of the island under control of 
“the pagan empire” of Japan without 
protecting them against the “insidious 
influences” of drink. It was, France 
argued, the Christian duty of Amer- 
ica to protect the Laps, or Pay-ites, 
or however they are called. He chal- 
lenged prohibition advocates to sup- 
port him 

5 Reed, of Missouri, spoke in 
support of France's proposal, after 
amending it to prohibit import or ex- 
port of booze, as well as its manufac 
ture and sale. 

Treaty Prevents Sale. 

Treaty regulations already prevent 
the sale of intoxicants to natives, 
Senator Lodge argued, after which he 
left the senate in a state of obvious 
irritation at the horse-play. 

Reed declared enslavement of the 
natives, and sale of opium to them 
is now possible. 

“Why should we not extend the 
prohibitory laws to Yap so some 
Japanese Volstead could exercise. his 
genius there?“ Reed demanded. 

Then he pictured the situation that 
would arise if the natives,. “denied 
the solace of drink,“ were forced to 
labor by Japanese, whose minds might 
be under the influence of drink. 

“Think of Japan building a gov- 
ernment distillery,” said Reed, “by the 
forced labor of natives suffering with 
the accumulated thirst of years. And 
what if the Japanese should want 
to bring the liquor to Califgrnia under 
their own flag? The present adminis- 
tration would never have nerve enough 
to stop them.“ 

Call a Conference. 

„What if the Japanese violated the 
prohibition?” asked Senator Watson, 
of Georgia. 

“We'd call a Washington confer- 
ence, and yield to Japan,” said Reed. 

Eleven senators voted for the 
France reservation, Senators Sterling. 
Willis, Jones, of Washington, and 
Sheppard, leading prohibition advo- 
cates, were not among them.

test vote on an arms conference treaty, 
the result of which was surprising 
because only three democrats voted 
with their leader, Senator Underwood.
